The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a system or server for supplying augmentation 
data for satellite navigation user signals wherein the augmentation data is transmitted 
from a computer to a server and retransmitted from the server to the computer after a 
predetermined time delay relative to the reception of the data at the server and wherein 
the predetermined time-delay simulates a transmission delay as would be caused by a 
geostationary satellite.
